(A) the number and variety of new drugs
that would be developed, approved, and marketed
wm the United States, including such new drugs
wmtended to prevent, diagnose, or treat a rare

disease or condition;
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(B) the rate at which new drugs would be

developed, approved, and marketed in the United
States;
(C) access to medication;
(D) health outcomes;
(E) average lifespan and disease burden in
the United States;
(F) the number of wmanufacturers that
would be seeking approval for a drug or bringing
a drug to market for the first time;
(G) Federal discretionary and mandatory
spending; and
(H) public and private insurance markets.
(b) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—To carry
out this section, there 1is authorized to be appropriated
$3,000,000 for fiscal year 2024.

IZED DISCLOSURE.—An indwvidual or entity that submits
mformation to the reporting system under subsection (b)
shall not be required to provide their name.

“(f) Rerarionsaip 10 OTHER REPORTING SYS-
TEMS.—The voluntary reporting system established wnder
this section shall supplement, and not supplant, any other
requirements to submit reports under any other reporting
system.”.

SEC. 403. EVALUATION OF THE FEDERAL SELECT AGENT
PROGRAM AND RELATED POLICIES.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 4 years after the
date of enactment of this Act, the National Science Advisory
Board for Biosecurity (referred to in this section as the
“Board”) established pursuant to section 4040 of the Public
Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 283r) shall be charged with

assessing the framework for biosafety and biosecurity over-
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sight, particularly with respect to mitigating risks to the
Unated States population with respect to biological threats.
The findings of the Board shall address scientific advance-
ments and integration of the Federal Select Agent Program
and other related Federal policies and frameworks for bio-
safety and biosecurity.

(D) The Biosafety in Microbiological and

Biomedical Laboratories Manual of the Depart-

ment of Health and Human Services, and other

related guidance documents.
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1 (E) The Guidelines for Research Involving
2 Recombinant or Synthetic Nucleic Acid Mol-
3 ecules of the National Institutes of Health.

17 search community, transparency, and public
18 availability of information, and international
19 research collaboration.
20 (¢) REORGANIZATION.—In carrying out this section,

21 the Board may make recommendations related to the clari-
22 fication of the authorities and responsibilities of relevant
23 Federal departments and agencies and any necessary reor-
24 ganvzation of such authorities and responsibilities among

25 such departments and agencies.
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(d) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the issuance
of recommendations under subsection (a), the President
shall submit to the Committee on Health, Education, Labor,
and Pensions of the Senate and the Commattee on Energy
and Commerce of the House of Representatives, and, as ap-
plicable, other appropriate committees of Congress, a report
that describes plans to consider and implement such rec-
ommendations, including the identification of—

(1) any barriers to implementation; and

(2) any areas in which the President disagrees
with the findings or recommendations of the Board.

SEC. 404. SUPPORTING RESEARCH AND LABORATORY
SURGE CAPACITY.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Health and
Human Services (referred to in this section as the “Sec-
retary”) shall make awards to establish or maintain, as ap-
plicable, not fewer than 12 regional biocontainment labora-
tories, for purposes of—

(1) conducting biomedical research to support
public health and medical preparedness for, and
rapid response to, biological agents, including emerg-
g infectious diseases;

(2) ensuring the availability of surge capacity

Jor purposes of responding to such biological agents;
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(3) supporting information sharing between, and
the dissemination of findings to, researchers and other
relevant individuals to facilitate collaboration be-
tween industry and academia; and

(4) providing, as appropriate and applicable,
technical assistance and training to researchers and
other relevant indwiduals to support the biomedical
research workforce in improving the management and
mitigation of safety and security risks in the conduct
of research involving such biological agents.

(b) REQUIREMENTS.—As a condition of receiving a

grant under this section, a regional biocontainment labora-

tory shall agree to—

(1) such oversight activities as the Secretary de-
termanes appropriate, including periodic meetings
with relevant officials of the Department of Health
and Human Services, facility inspections, and other
activities as mnecessary and appropriate to ensure
compliance with the terms and conditions of such
award; and

(2) report accidents, mnear-accidents, or other
safety incidents involving biological agents and toxins
mto the no-fault reporting system established pursu-
ant to section 351B of the Public Health Service Act,

as added by section 402.
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(¢) BOoArRD.—The Secretary shall establish a Board
consisting of a representative from each entity in receipt
of an award under subsection (a), which shall be headed
by an executive commattee of 3 members elected upon an
affirmative vote from a majority of such representatives.
The Board shall make recommendations to the Secretary
m - administering awards under this section, for purposes
of—

(1) improving the quality and consistency of ap-
plicable procedures and practices within laboratories
Junded pursuant to subsection (a); and

(2) ensuring coordination, as appropriate, of fed-
erally funded activities carried out at such labora-
tories.

(d) DEFINITION.—In this section, the term “‘regional
biocontarnment laboratory” means a Biosafety or Animal
Biosafety Level-3 and Level=2 facility located at an insti-
tution in the United States that is designated by the Sec-
retary to carry out the activities described in subsection (a).

(¢) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—To carry
out this section, there are authorized to be appropriated
$52,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2024 through 2028.

(f) ADMINISTRATIVE KXPENSES.—Of the amount
avarlable to carry out this section for a fiscal year, the Sec-

retary may use not movre than 5 percent for the administra-
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twve expenses of carrying out this section, including expenses
related to carrying out subsection (c).

(9) REPORT TO CONGRESS.—Not later than 1 year
after the date of the enactment of this Act, and biannually
thereafter, the Secretary, in consultation with the heads of
applicable Federal departments and agencies shall report
to the Commattee on Health, Education, Labor, and Pen-
sions of the Senate and the Committee on Energy and Com-
merce of the House of Representatives on—

(1) the activities and accomplishments of the re-
gronal biocontarnment laboratories;

(2) any published or disseminated research find-
wmgs based on research conducted wn such laboratories
m the applicable year;

(3) oversight activities carried out by the Sec-
retary pursuant to subsection (b);

(4) activities undertaken by the Secretary to take
mto consideration the capacity and capabilities of the
network of regional biocontaimment laboratories in
activities to prepare for and respond to biological
agents, which may include leveraging such capacity
and capabilities to support the Laboratory Response
Network, as applicable and appropriate;

(5) plans for the maintenance and sustainment

of federally funded activities conducted at the regional
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birocontainment laboratories, consistent with the strat-

eqy required under section 2312 of the PREVENT

Pandemics Act (Public Law 117-328); and

(6) activities undertaken by the Secretary to co-
ordinate with the heads of other relevant Federal de-
partments and agencies to ensure that work carried
out by each such facility on behalf of the Secretary
and such other relevant heads 1s prioritized, is com-
plementary to the work carried out by other such fa-
cilities and other relevant federally funded activities,
and avoids unnecessary duplication.

SEC. 405. GENE SYNTHESIS.

(a) GUIDANCE.—Not later than 1 year after the date
of enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Health and
Human Services (referred to in this section as the “Sec-
retary”) shall update the Screening Framework Guidance
for Providers of Synthetic Double-Stranded DNA to account
Jor scientific and technological advancements with respect
to mitigating the risk of unauthorized indwiduals or indi-
viduals with malicious intent using nucleic acid synthesis
technologies to obtain biological agents or toxins of concern.
Such guidance shall include recommendations related to—

(1) screening for sequences that the Secretary de-
termanes may contribute to toxicity, pathogenicity, or

vrulence;
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(2) screening and verification of the identity and
legitimacy of customers;

(3) the identification, evaluation, and use of ap-
propriate software or other tools to enable the screen-
g described in paragraphs (1) and (2);

(4) ensuring nucleic acid synthesis activities are
carried out wn compliance with existing regulations
under part 73 of title 42, Code of Federal Regula-
tions, part 331 of title 7, Code of Federal Regulations,
part 121 of title 9, Code of Federal Regulations, and
part 774 of title 15, Code of Federal Regulations (or
successor requlations);

(5) vmplementing appropriate safequards, which
may nclude the use of software or other tools, in gene
synthesis equipment to facilitate screening of nucleic
acid sequences and, as applicable, customers;

(6) maintaining records of customer orders,
metadata, and screening system or protocol perform-
ance . specified formats, which may include stand-
ardized machine-readable and interoperable data for-
mats; and

(7) other recommendations as determined appro-
priate by the Secretary.

(b) SEQUENCES OF CONCERN.—The Secretary shall

25 maintain a public docket to solicit recommendations on po-
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tential sequences of concern and, in consultation with other
Federal departments and agencies and non-Federal experts,
as appropriate, review and update, on a regular basis, a
list of sequences of concern to facilitate screening under sub-
section (a)(1).

(¢) LANDSCAPE REVIEW.—The Secretary, in coordina-
tion with other Federal departments and agencies, as ap-
propriate, shall conduct a landscape review of providers
and manufacturers of gene synthesis equipment, products,
software, and other tools with the purpose of understanding
the number, types, and capabilities of products and equip-
ment that exist domestically and to inform the development
of any updates to the guidance under subsection (a).

(d) TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE.—The Secretary, in con-
sultation with other Federal departments and agencies,
shall provide technical assistance upon request of a gene
synthesis provider, manufacturer of gene synthesis equip-
ment, or developer of software or other screeming tools to
support implementation of the recommendations included
wm the guidance under subsection (a).

(e) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this section:

(1) The term “gene synthesis equipment” means
equipment needed to produce gene synthesis products.

(2) The term “gene synthesis product”—
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(A) means custom single-stranded or double-
stranded DNA, or single-stranded or double-
stranded RNA, which has been chemically or
enzymatically synthesized or otherwise manufac-
tured de novo and is of a length exceeding the
screening threshold, as determined by the Sec-
retary; and

(B) does not include—

(1) base chemical subunits, such as—

(1) andwidual  nucleotides — or
nucleosides; or

(I1) oligonucleotides shorter than
such screening threshold as 1s deter-
maned by the Secretary;

(11) by-products generated during se-
quencing that are not useful for assembly or
cloning, as determined by the Secretary; or

(111) products generated from cloning
or assembling of existing gene or gene frag-
ment material, in circumstances in which
the gene synthesis provider has no access to
or notice of the sequence design, as deter-
maned by the Secretary.

(3) The term “gene synthesis provider” means an

entity that synthesizes and distributes gene synthesis
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products, including bacteria, viruses, or fungi con-
taining recombinant or synthetic nucleic acid mol-
ecules, for delivery to a customer.

(4) The term “manufacturers of gene synthesis
equipment” means an entity that produces and sells
equipment for synthesizing gene synthesis products.

SEC. 406. LIMITATION RELATED TO COUNTRIES OF CON-
CERN CONDUCTING CERTAIN RESEARCH.

THREATS TO HEALTH SECURITY.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 45 days after the
date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Health and
Human Services (referred to in this section as the “Sec-
retary”) shall seek to enter into a contract with the Na-
tional Academaies of Sciences, Engineering, and Medicine

spect to open-source artificial intelligence models, such as
large language models.

(1) an assessment of the potential vulnerabilities
posed by technical advancements in artificial intel-
ligence to health security, including any risks related
to the development of, enhancement of, or protection
from, chemacal, biological, radiological, or nuclear
threats;

(2) a description of roles, responsibilities, and
capabilities of agencies and offices of the Department
of Health and Human Services, and, as applicable

and appropriate, other Federal departments and
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agencies, with respect to the identification and mati-
gation of such potential vulnerabilities;

(3) a summary of any ongoing Federal activities
related to the identification, understanding, and maiti-
gation of such potential risks;

(4) the identification of any potential gaps,
whether current or anticipated, related to such roles,
responsibilities, and capabilities; and

(5) recommendations to vmprove Federal efforts
to wdentify, prepare for, and mitigate such potential
vulnerabilities.

(¢c) REPORTS.—

(1) NATIONAL ACADEMIES REPORT.—Not later
than 2 years after the date of the contract under sub-
section (a), the National Academies shall submat to
the Commattee on Health, Education, Labor, and
Pensions of the Senate and the Committee on Energy
and Commerce of the House of Representatives a re-
port on the study conducted pursuant to subsection
(a).

(2) HHS REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after
the issuance of the report required under paragraph
(1), the Secretary shall submit to the Commattee on
Health, Education, Labor, and Pensions of the Senate

and the Committee on Energy and Commerce of the
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House of Representatives a report detailing actions
taken to mitigate and monitor risks to health security
posed by misuse of artificial intelligence, as detailed

wn the report under paragraph (1).

“(A) with respect to the reasons for the dis-
continuation, interruption, or other circumstance
described i paragraph (1)(A)(we), of an active
pharmaceutical ingredient 1is a reason for, or
risk factor in, such discontinuation, interrup-
tion, or other circumstance, the source of the ac-

twe pharmaceutical ingredient and any alter-
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natie sources for the active pharmaceutical in-
gredient known to the manufacturer;

“(B) whether any associated device used for
preparation or administration included in the
drug 1s a reason for, or a risk factor in, such dis-
continuation, interruption, or other circumstance
described in paragraph (1)(A)(111);

“(C) the expected duration of the interrup-
tion; and

“(D) such other information as the Sec-
retary may require.

“(b) TIMING.—A notice required under subsection (a)
shall be submitted to the Secretary—
“(1) at least 6 months prior to the date of the
discontinuance or interruption;
“(2) in the case of such a notice with respect to
a crrcumstance described wn subsection (a)(1)(A)(v),
as soon as practicable, or not later than 10 business
days after the onset of the circumstance; or
“(3) of compliance with paragraph (1) or (2) is
not possible, as soon as practicable.
